2. CITATIONS AND EXPLANATIONS 

Claims 1-106 meet the criteria set out in PCT Article 33(4), and thus have industrial applicability because the subject matter claimed 
can be made or used in industry.

Article 33(2M3), because the prior art does not teach or fairly suggest the claimed parental cotton lines or hybrids produced by their 
crossing. r J

Claims 6, 23, 40, 57, 74 and 92 are drawn to cotton plants which have at least one of the following properties: tolerance to 
suboptimal water supply, resistance to Verticillium wilt, a fiber length average not lower than 1.32 inches and at least 1.34 inches a 
fiber fineness ( not ^higher ^than 3.9 micronaire, and yellow flowers, wherein said cotton plants had at least one ancestor which was one 
of the exemplified hybrids. The claims fail to specify what the other ancestor is, or how many generations of outcrosses to the non- 
exemplified ancestors) were performed. Therefore, the claims read on any cotton plant of any genotype which exhibits one or more 
of the claimed traits: since the traits are not unique to the exemplified cotton hybrids, and since the genetic material from the 
exemplified hybrids will be lost with each outcross. 

BURDETT, JR. teaches a cotton plant which has tolerance to suboptimal water supply (since it is adapted to the 
Southwestern United States), resistance to Verticillium wilt, an average fiber length of 1.35 inches, a fiber fineness of 3 9 
micronaire, and yellow flowers (see, e.g., column 16, lines 11-67). 

Claims 1 1-12 28-29, 45-46, 62-63, 80-81, 97 and 99 are drawn to any cotton plant which yields better than a different 
plant under at least the following two conditions: suboptimal water supply and Verticillium infestation. Claim 98 further specifies 
that nie plant haw a naked Pima-type seed coat. 

As discussed above, BURDETT, JR. teach a drought-tolerant, Verticillium-resistant cotton plant which would out-perform 
as*mer cocoa plant under drought conditions and/or Verticillium infestation. Furthermore, BURDETT, JR. teach that their cotton 
plant has been selected for the naked Pima-type seed coat found in Gossypium barbadense (see, e.g., column 3, lines 24-48- Table 1 
bridging column* 9 and 10; column 15, lines 27-30).
